without any other Mixture whatfoever ; let the Seed be immediatly moved, or tur- 
ned over in the Veffel, fo as it may be all equally wet by the Compound : continued 
to move or turn it ever, at leaft once every Half-Hour, fr the Space of four Hors; 
that it may drink the Compound wholly up; And whenever the Seed is fo dry, as 
it does feparate well enough in the Hand for fowing, let it be fown into the Ground} 
and caufe harrow'the Groundawithout Lofsof Time .
